WASHINGTON (AP) — For 


the first time, American peace 
activists visiting Hanoi have 
brought 
back 
something 


relating to U. S. prisoners of war 
held in South Vietnam, tapes 
purported to carry the voices of 
four POWs. 


The tapes, released Wed- 


nesday by antiwar 
groups, 


assert the prisoners are forming 
a peace movement of their own, 
including publication of a 
pacifist magazine. 


The tapes concern prisoners of 


the Viet Cong and were released 
by North Vietnamese in Hanoi, 
where visits in the past have 
been limited strictly to matters

relating to prisoners in the 
North. 


Copies of the tapes and 


transcripts were given to The 
Associated 
Press 
by 


representatives of the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War and 
the Committee of Liaison with 
Families 
of 
Servicemen 


Detained in North Vietnam. 


Each of the four speakers on 


the tapes 
makes 
antiwar 


statements with a central theme 
of support for the seven-point 
peace proposal put forth by 
Communist negotiators in Paris 
and a call for Americans to 
pressure their government to 
end the war. 


There also were references to 


the Pentagon papers, a Detense 
Department study of U. S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam. 


Two of the speakers were not 


identified. The others gave their 
names as Maj. Floyd Harold 
Kushner, 
an 
Army 
flight 


surgeon, and Army Special Staff 
Sgt. John Arthur Young, both 
captured by the Viet Cong in 
South Vietnam. 


"We as captured GIs have had 


the opportunity to see it from 
both sides," 
one 
of 
the 


unidentified speakers said. "We 
feel this makes us qualified to 
bring out the true nature of this 
war and our policies. 


"We have already started a 


program of action," the tape 


said. "We have sent letters and 
recordings to congressmen, the 
American people and the GIs, to 
the antiwar organizations and 
even the President to let 
everyone know we are opposed 
to this war." 


Kushner's staement said: "I 


have been brainwashed, not by 
any physical torture or abstruse 
psychological methods but by a 
confrontation 
with factual 


evidence, 
and 
most 
of it 


originated in the USA. 


"I have been brainwashed by 


the 1964 Geneva Accords," 
Kushner 
said, 
"by

formalize the revised resolution 
and submit it to the United 
Nations.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For 
the first time, American peace 
activists visiting Hanoi have 
brought 
back 
something 
relating to U. S. prisoners of war 
held in South Vietnam, tapes 
purported to carry the voices of 
four POWs. 
The tapes, released Wed­ 
nesday by antiw ar groups, 
assert the prisoners are forming 
a peace movement of their own,

The tapes concern prisoners of 
the Viet Cong and were released 
by North Vietnamese in Hanoi,

«NorthVietnamese

MT. SHASTA (AP) — The 
federal government is going to 
erase 
the 
evidence 
of 
a 
Methodist 
minister’s 
three- 
month peace vigil atop Mt. 
Shasta. 
But the Rev. Douglas Smith 
says the rock hut where he left a 
three-day food supply should be 
left intact because it could save 
the life of a stranded hiker. 
Smith, 35, resigned as pastor 
of United Methodist churches at 
Etna and Mt. Shasta last spring 
and in June climbed to near the 
summit of the 14,162-foot dor­ 
mant volcano. 
He vowed to spend a year 
there to protest the Indochina 
War. He came down last week, 
however, saying he had decided 
it would be too risky for friends 


who might have to rescue him 
after bitter winter weather sets 
in. 
Smith said he had hoped the 
rock hut he built would be 
allowed 
to 
remain 
on

mountain. 


However, George Liddicoatt, 
lands officer for the Shasta- 
Trinity National Forest, said, 
“Our thoughts are that his little 
house up there will be returned 
to its natural state and the area 
restored so there’s no evidence 
of man having camped there.” 


Liddicoatt said the stone igloo, 
large enough to shelter three 
persons, would probably be torn 
down by the first U.S. Forest 
Service patrol which goes to the 
mountaintop next June or July.

SEATTLE, Wash. 
(AP> — 


Seattle's No. 1 tourist attraction, 
the 607-foot Space Needle, has 
been copied from San Antonio to 
Calgary. But manager George 
Johnson doesn't mind. 


"We love it," he says. "It's a 


sign of success." 


Since its construction for the 


Seattle World's Fair nine years 
ago, the Space Needle has 
drawn millions of visitors, in- 
cluding the Shah of Iran and 
Prince Philip of Britain. 


It has been a favorite spot for 


publicity seekers, and Johnson 
says he remembers only too well 
the time a group of Chinese hung 
a 
200-foot 
long 
string 
of 


firecrackers down the side of the 
needle to celebrate the Chinese 


New Year. 


"We were cleaning up for two 


weeks 
afterward," 
Johnson 


recalled Tuesday. 


At least six weddings and 


"hundreds" 
of 
engagements 


have 
taken 
place 
in 
the 


restaurant-lounge 
atop 
the 


needle. 


"We've delivered rings in 


martinis, on cakes and in the 
meat sauce," said Johnson. 


The restaurant-lounge, which 


seats 280, revolves once an hour 
on a ball-bearing track driven 
by a one-horsepower motor, 
smaller than the motor in most 
home vacuum cleaners. 


On clear days, the restaurant 


offers a spectacular view of 
Puget Sound, the Cascade and 


Olympic mountains and the 
entire city. 


"Looking up from the ground 


it doesn't look very safe," ad- 
mits Johnson. "But when you 
look out from the top it's more 
like an apartment building." 


The needle trembled a little 


during a 1965 earthquake that 
registered 6.5 on the Richter 
scale, and the elevators were 
shut down during a 1962 storm 
when hurricane force winds 
swept through the Seattle area, 
but the only thing that has 
stopped the needle very long has 
been the cold —- the pipes froze 


The 1,000-ton tower is an- 


chored 30 feet below the ground 
surface in 5,600 tons of concrete. 


Three special 
glass 
front 


elevators carry 30-35 
up the center of the needle at 800 
feet per minute.

The scheduling of a conference next month in Moscow for 


American and Soviet officials to discuss the near-miss encounters 
between their vessels at sea should be welcome news for skippers 
of the United States Navy, and for our merchant ships and fishing 
boats, as well 


Our State Department has listed more than 100 complaints 


arising from apparent disregard by Soviet Vessels of the "rules of 
the road" on the high seas 


It is more than a nuisance or a security worry when Soviet 


ships turn up to spy on our naval maneuvers, missile tests or space- 
flight splashdowns 


Last May, a Soviet tug ard a United States destroyer actually 


collided in the Korean Straits 


Ships of West European navies also have been in collisions with 


Soviet ships 


We are confronted with the prospect of such incidents in- 


creasing for the simple reason that the Soviet navy is getting bigger 
and becoming more visible everywhere in the world 


Moreover, vessels from the 4,000-ship Soviet fishing fleet are 


turning up 200 at a time at the world's fishing grounds 


Thanks to a shipbuilding program that has made the Soviet 


merchant fleet the sixth largest in the world, Russian freighters 
and tankers are appearing in larger numbers in commercial 
shipping lanes 
If the two nations c«m come to a better understanding ot the 


"operational questions and safety procedures" to be discussed at 
Moscow, the danger of incidents more serious and tragic than those 
already logged will be relieved 


BEATING NADER 


Ralph Nader's 200-page report 


on Volkswagen's alleged safet) 
defects wasn't news to Jack 
Anderson's readers

1971, Anderson got wind that 
Nader was investigating the 
ejector-seat effect which had 
catapulted Volkswagen drivers 
to their deaths in certain back- 
end collisions.

WASHINGTON — The Central 


Intelligence Agency has been 
eavesdropping, incredibly, on 
the most private conversations 
of Kremlin and other world 
leaders 
For obvious security reasons, 


we can't give a clue as to how 
it's done But we can state 
categorically that, for years, the 
CIA has been able to listen to the 
kingpins of the Kremlin banter, 
bicker and back-bite among 
themselves 


A competent source, with 


access to the transcripts of the 
private Kremlin conversations, 
tells us that the Soviet leaders 
gossip about one another and 
complain about their ailments 
like old maids 


It is evident from the con- 


versations 
that 
Leonid 


Brezhnev, the party chief, 
sometimes drinks too much 
vodka 
and 
suffers 
from 


hangovers Premier Kosygin, 
however, is in poor health and 
his 
complaints 
are 
more 


authentic 


One of their favorite pastimes 


is visiting a private clinic to get 
their aches soothed Like fat 
capitalists at the end of a hard 
day in their plush suites, the 
Kremlin chiefs stop by for steam 
baths, rubdowns and other 
physical therapy 


Brezhnev, in a typical con- 


versation, might grump about 
his back pains and announce 
he's going to have Olga give him 
a massage "Olga' Oh ho1" 
President Nikolai Podgorny 
might chortle, as if he is quite 
familiar with the masseuse 


MAO CLOSE-UP 


Like the Kremlin crowd, the 


Red Chinese leaders are far less 
forbidding in private than they 
appear to the world The mighty 
Mao Tse-tung, his annomted 
successor Lin Piao and Premier 
Chou En-lai are tired, old 
revolutionaries slowed down by 
the ravages of age 


Mao shares Brezhnev's taste 


for good food, strong drink and a 
woman's touch But he is less 
grumpy and grim than the 


Soviet leader 
There's an 


avuncular affability about Mao, 
and he has an infectious laugh 


But at 77, he walks slowly, 


though erectly, with his left arm 
dangling strangely 
The CIA 


concluded from a careful study 
of film shots that Mao's eyes are 
dim from age He seems unable 
to recognize old comrades until 
they are face to face 


The CIA has also caught the 


old fox using a ringer to stand in 
for him at long, dreary public 
parades But it was the real Mao 
who made that publicized 
plunge in the Yangtze a couple 
of years ago The picture of his 
moon face bobbing above the 
waves was carefully scrutinized 
by the CIA, which concluded 
after measuring his ears and 
other facial features that the 
swimmer was no double 


Pictures of world leaders 


routinely are blown up and 
studied by CIA doctors for clues 
to their health Their behavior is 
also 
analyzed 
by 
CIA 


psychiatrists and psychologists 


Footnote One of the CIA's 


greatest triumphs, heretofore 
untold, was fishing out some of 
the late Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev's excrement before it was 
flushed down the toilet The 
great bathroom caper was 
pulled during his 1959 state visit 
to the U S The filched feces was 
eagerly analyzed by CIA medics 
who concluded that Khrushchev 
was then in excellent health for 
a man of his age and rotundity

that matter, is Richard Nixon 


It is extraordinarily disap- 


pointing to admirers of Senator 
Henry Jackson that he should at 


this point come forward to say 
that if he is not sa'isfied that 
President Thieu is eelected as 
the result of an 
authentic 


democratic exercise, he will 
"rethink" his support of our 
venture in Vietnam There may 
be reasons enough to rethink our 
venture 
in 
Vietnam, 
but 


democratic scruple is hardly 
one of them The South Viet 
namese 
electoral 
tangle 
is 


mystifying to men of occidental 
orientation, but we ought to 
make an effort to understand 
We are dealing with a country 
whose total experience 
with

his talk about patriotism and 
duty to the country, would 
rather embarrass South Viet- 
nam and jeopardize its chances 
of surviving, than participate 
ignommously in the kind of 
political charade which —just to 
give an example — is routine in

Professor Harry Jaffa wrote

them than Jefferson Davis Yet

an infection of the fallopian 
tubes These tiny tubes are 
the ones through which the 
female egg passes from the 
ovary on its way down to the 
uterus, or womb

of bactena The gonococcus 
germ that causes gonorrhea is 
a great offender, especially in 
those with promiscuous sex- 
ual tendencies 


The streptococcus and the 


staphylococcus, and even the 
germ cf tuberculosis, can also 
cause salpmgitis 


The seriousness depends, of 


course, upon the severity of 
the infection and the degree to 
which treatment has been ne- 
glected

Steinfeld said Wednesday. 


"My 
advise 
to

housewife," he said, "would be 
to use a phosphate detergent. It 
is safe for the household." 


Some of the nonphosphates on 


the market, he said, contain 


ingredients that, if swallowed, 
inhaled or introduced into the 
eyes, might injure humans, 
particularly children. 


Steinfeld read the joint 


statement at a news conference 
with William D. Ruckelshaus, 
administrator 
of the 
En- 


vironmental Protection Agency, 
and Dr. Charles C. Edwards, 
Food and Drug Administration 
commissioner. 


Two years ago the Federal 


Water Quality Administration 
called for removing phosphates 
from detergents to combat 
water pollution. 


The detergent industry turned 


to substitutes, and some cities 
banned the use of phosphate 
detergents. 


Ruckelshaus urged the cities 


Wednesday to reconsider their 
phosphate bans and said the 


government will help finance 
removal of phosphates 
at 


sewage plants, at a cost of 
perhaps $500 million. 


He said one of the 
first 


proposed phosphate substitutes, 
called nitrioltriacetic acid- 
NT A— still should not be used in 
manufacturing detergents. 


The industry had asked the 


government to reconsider its 
position that the acid may have 
an adverse effect on animals 
and in some cases may have 
produced birth defects. 


The joint statement Wed- 


nesday said NTA should not be 
used "because of unresolved 
questions 
concerning 
its 


possible long-term effects on 
health and the environment." 


Ninety per cent of detergents 


contain phosphates but none is 
made with NTA.

Space Shuttle Craft 
In The Near Future 


SEATTLE (AP) —A rocket as 


big as a 747 jumbo jet, carrying 
a smaller rocket the size of a 707 
jet on its back, could be blasting 
into space and returning to earth 
to be launched again within the 
next few years. 


The nation's major aerospace 


firms are now preparing final 
proposals for a reusable space 
shuttle that could cut the costs of 
the nation's space program 
drastically. At present, each 
Saturn 5 rocket launch costs 
roughly $200 million and leaves 
very little that can be used 
again. 


The space shuttle design calls 


for two separate vehicles — a 
booster and an orbital unit — 
that will be launched vertically 
into space 
while hooked 


together. At a height of about 40 
miles they will separate and 
return to earth to land in the 
manner of conventional jet 
aircraft. 


NASA plans call for the first 


horizontal flight test in 1976 or 
1977 and for the first manned 
shuttle flight in 1978. 


Boeing is teamed with the 


Grumman Corp. in competition 
for the final contract award. 


Although 
Boeing 
isn't 


predicting it will win, the Seattle 
firm developed the Saturn 5 
rocket. Boeing later redesigned 
the rocket, adding wings and jet 
engines that would permit the 
four-man crew to land the 
booster stage on a 10,000-foot 
conventional airport runway on 
its return from space. 


While Boeing 
was 
con- 


centrating on the booster stage, 
Grumann worked on the orbital 
stage. 


The booster would blast into 


space carrying on its back the 
manned orbital unit containing a 
60-by-15-foot-diameter cargo 
compartment 
capable 
of 


carrying a 40,000 pound payload. 


After separation, the booster 


would return to earth im- 
mediately while the orbital unit 
remained in space to launch or 
repair satellites or do other 
work and then return and land 
on its own up to seven days later. 
The orbiter will be able to carry 
a two-man crew and up to 10 
passengers.

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Soviet Recklessness O n O ceans 


(FROM THE SACRAMENTO UNION) 


The scheduling of a conference next month in Moscow for 
American and Soviet officials to discuss the near-m iss encounters 
between their vessels at sea should be welcome news for skippers 
of the United States Navy, and for our m erchant ships and fishing 
boats, as well. 
Our State Departm ent has listed m ore than 100 complaints 
arising from apparent disregard by Soviet Vessels of the “ rules of 
the road” on the high seas. 
It is more than a nuisance or a security worry when Soviet 
ships turn up to spy on our naval m aneuvers, missile tests or space­ 
flight splashdowns. 
Last May, a Soviet tug and a United States destroyer actually 
collided in the Korean Straits. 
Ships of West European navies also have been in collisions with 
Soviet ships. 
We are confronted with the prospect of such incidents in­ 
creasing for the simple reason that the Soviet navy is getting bigger 
and becoming more visible everywhere in the world. 
Moreover, vessels from the 4,000-ship Soviet fishing fleet are 
turning up 200 at a time at the world’s fishing grounds. 
Thanks to a shipbuilding program that has m ade the Soviet 
m erchant fleet the sixth largest in the world, Russian freighters 
and tankers are appearing in larger num bers in commercial 
shipping lanes. 
If the two nations can come to a better understanding of the 
“operational questions and safety procedures” to be discussed at 
Moscow, the danger of incidents more serious and tragic than those 
already logged will be relieved. 


KEEN COMPETITION FOR AIR FARES 
Twenty airlines which fly busy routes between the United 
States of America and Europe are having trouble agreeing on new 
fares to take effect early next year. 
Lufthansa, the West Germ an airline, is balking at a fare 
structure accepted by the other 19 — and could touch off a “fare 
w ar” if it refuses to go along. 
Lufthansa has a good point. There are now 55 different fares 
applicable to transatlantic flights, depending on when a traveler 
flies, whether his family goes along, the class of travel and other 
factors. 
The new plan would increase these options to 65, and the 
Germ ans say the whole thing is getting too complicated and ex­ 
pensive to adm inister. 
The plan includes some bargain fares that surely would en­ 
courage more tourists to travel. But, if they have to choose from 65 
different ways to buy their tickets, they might find it simpler to 
stay home.

Early in 
1971, Anderson got wind that 
Nader was investigating the 
ejector-seat effect which had 
catapulted Volkswagen drivers 
to their deaths in certain back­ 
end collisions. Anderson im­ 
mediately began his own in­ 
vestigation and published the 
results on Feb. 9.

A competent 
source, 
with 
access to the transcripts of the 
private Kremlin conversations, 
tells us that the Soviet leaders 
gossip about one another and 
complain about their ailments 
like old maids. 
It is evident from the con­ 
v ersations 
th at 
Leonid 
B rezhnev, the party chief, 
sometimes drinks too 
much 
vodka 
and 
suffers 
from 
hangovers. Prem ier Kosygin, 
however, is in poor health and 
his 
com plaints 
are 
m ore 
authentic. 
One of their favorite pastimes 
is visiting a private clinic to get 
their aches soothed. Like fat 
capitalists at the end of a hard 
day in their plush suites, the 
Kremlin chiefs stop by for steam 
baths, rubdow ns and other 
physical therapy. 
Brezhnev, in a typical con­ 
versation, might grump about 
his back pains and announce 
he’s going to have Olga give him 
a massage. “ Olga! Oh ho!” 
President N ikolai Podgorny 
might chortle, as if he is quite 
familiar with the masseuse. 


MAO CLOSE-UP 
Like the Kremlin crowd, the 
Red Chinese leaders are far less 
forbidding in private than they 
appear to the world. The mighty 
Mao Tse-tung, his annointed 
successor Lin Piao and Prem ier 
Chou E n-lai are tired, old 
revolutionaries slowed down by 
the ravages of age. 
Mao shares Brezhnev’s taste 
for good food, strong drink and a 
woman’s touch. But he is less 
grumpy and grim than 
the 


Soviet 
leader. 
T h ere’s 
an 
avuncular affability about Mao, 
and he has an infectious laugh. 
But at 77, he walks slowly, 
though erectly, with his left arm 
dangling strangely. The CIA 
concluded from a careful study 
of film shots that Mao’s eyes are 
dim from age. He seems unable 
to recognize old comrades until 
they are face to face. 
The CIA has also caught the 
old fox using a ringer to stand in 
for him at long, dreary public 
paredes. But it was the real Mao 
who 
m ade 
th at 
publicized 
plunge in the Yangtze a couple 
of years ago. The picture of his 
moon face bobbing above the 
waves was carefully scrutinized 
by the CIA, which concluded 
after measuring his ears and 
other facial features that the 
swimmer was no double. 
P ictures of world leaders 
routinely are blown up and 
studied by CIA doctors for clues 
to their health. Their behavior is 
also 
analyzed 
by 
CIA 
psychiatrists and psychologists. 
Footnote: One of the CIA’s 
greatest triumphs, heretofore 
untold, was fishing out some of 
the late Prem ier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s excrement before it was 
flushed down the toilet. The 
great bathroom cap er was 
pulled during his 1959 state visit 
to the U. S. The filched feces was 
eagerly analyzed by CIA medics 
who concluded that Khrushchev 
was then in excellent health for 
a man of his age and rotundity. 


STRONG-ARM TACTICS 
One of the most notorious 
regimes in the American Labor 


movement may be near its end. 
Pete Weber, the strongman, 
$136,000-a-year boss of the 
operating engineers 
in 
New 
Jersey, has gone to jail for 
extortion. His brother Ed, who 
ran for his job, has been beaten 
by Larry Cahill, an honest, 
veteran union man. 
But there is life in the old 
Weber machine yet. Cahill’s 
supporters were subjected to 
bullyboy tactics to coerce them 
into going along with Ed Weber. 
C ars with Cahill bum per 
stickers had their tires slashed 
and windows broken. 
Three 
Cahill men were beaten up. 
Others were laid off work by 
pro-Weber union foremen. Even 
the ballots were deceptively 
designed so that Cahill sup­ 
porters would mark their ballots 
for Ed Weber. 
Nevertheless, the challenger 
squeaked home by 149 votes. 
The count is official and final 
under the union constitution. But 
the Weber men are now trying to 
arrange a “recount,” it would be 
carried out, of course, by pro- 
Weber incumbent officers. 
The man who could stop all 
this is the E n g in eer’s In­ 
ternational Union P resident 
Hunter Wharton. Reached by 
telephone while eating lunch at

Washington restaurant, Warton 
made it clear he is still unwilling 
to buck the Weber crowd.

The concern of our leaders for 
the state of South Vietnamese 
democracy shows that the old 
Wilsonian virus continues to run 
in our veins. It is partly the fault 
of Lyndon Johnson and (less so) 
Richard Nixon. Mr. Johnson 
was forever talking about how it 
was America’s goal to secure 
the right of the South Viet­ 
namese to have a government o f. 
their choice, and there are 
echoes of the same kind of thing 
in the presidential rhetoric of his 
successor. In fací, Mr. Nixon 
was telling people long before he 
became 
President 
that 
the 
United States had no business in 
South Vietnam except insofar as 
our presence there related to 
American security, and it is of 
precious 
little 
bearing 
on 
American 
security 
whether 
President Thieu runs against 
one or a dozen opponents. 


It was a dozen candidates (by 
the way) that he ran against the 
last time around, and of course 
the critics were dissatisfied with 
that performance. They kept 
saying that he was a minority 
president, which is true: so was 
Abraham Lincoln and so, for 
that matter, is Richard Nixon. 
It is extraordinarily disap­ 
pointing to adm irers of Senator 
Henry Jackson that he should at 


this point come forward to say 
that if he is not satisfied that 
President Thieu is .eelected as 
the 
result 
of 
an 
authentic 
democratic exercise, he will 
“rethink” his support of our 
venture in Vietnam. There may 
be reasons enough to rethink our 
venture 
in 
Vietnam, 
but 
dem ocratic scruple is hardly 
one of them. The South Viet­ 
namese 
electoral 
tangle 
is 
mystifying to men of occidental 
orientation, but we ought to 
make an effort to understand. 
We are dealing with a country 
whose total experience with 
dem ocracy is younger than that 
of an American 18-year old. We 
are talking about a country 
ravaged by disorder, tumult, 
inflation, terror. 
The question that Senator 
Jackson 
should 
be 
asking 
himself is: what outcome would 
least likely result in the undoing 
of the agonizing effort of the past 
four years? That is the only 
moral — and intelligent — 
question to ask. If the reelection 
of Thieu is the likeliest event to 
bring stability and insure the 
independence of South Vietnam, 
that is the goal we should desire 
above the others. The others, it 
now appears, are disruptive 
cam paigns in which personal 
ambitions enhance the enemy’s 
subversive leverage. Big Minh, 


a popular figure who withdrew 
from the race, eight years ago 
conducted the assassination of 
the 
incumbent 
President, 
a 
development we now accept as 
an overture to the chaos that 
precipitated 
American 
in­ 
volvement. Marshall Ky, for all 
his talk about patriotism and 
duty 
to the country, 
would 
rather em barrass South Viet­ 
nam and jeopardize its chances 
of surviving, than participate 
ignominously in the kind of 
political charade which — just to 
give an example — is routine in 
the enlightened state of Mexico, 
every five years. 
Professor Harry Jaffa wrote 
hauntingly a few years ago, in 
an 
essay 
on 
the 
historical 
meaning of civil liberties, that 
“No American statesm an ever 
violated the ordinary maxims of 
civil liberties more than did 
Abraham Lincoln, and few seem 
to have been more careful of 
them than Jefferson Davis. Yet 
the cause for the sake of which 
the one slighted these maxims 
was human freedom, while the 
other, claiming to defend the 
forms of constitutional govern­ 
ment, found in those forms a 
ground 
for 
defending 
and 
preserving human slavery.” 
It is such an analysis at this 
that we need to mediate. Is the 
prospect 
under 
a 
re-elected 


Thieu, running without formal 
opposition, 
better 
than 
the 
prospect of a Thieu government 
undermined by an American 
government 
which 
is 
over­ 
whelmed 
by 
the 
kind 
of 
scrupulosity identified centuries 
ago by theologians as a moral 
excess that lapses into sin­ 
fulness? 


One notes sadly that the U.N. 
is getting into the act. The 
commentary in the current issue 
of a journal of opinion is apt: 
“Lets 
face 
it.There’s 
something unsatisfactory about 
an election in which there is only 
one candidate, and so we hope 
that U Thant will instantly urge 
fair and unrigged elections in 
Albania, 
Algeria, 
Argentina, 
Bolivia,

Bulgaria,

By JOHN CUNNIFF 
AP Business Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) — The most 
autocratic and unrealistic rules 
under which people conduct 
their financial affairs are the 
rules of thumb. Like folklore 
medicine, such rules offer some 
help but often fail the big test. 
While the origins of some rules 
of thumb may be self-serving, 
many people adhere to them as 
they 
would 
hold 
to 
a 
life 
preserver. 
As 
they 
explain, 
“They may be poor guides, but 
what else do we have?” 
A banker was asked for a rule 
of thumb on how much mor­ 


tgage debt a working person 
could 
assume. 
Quickly 
he 
replied: 
“Two 
and 
one-half 
times his income.” 
Net or gross?” he was asked. 
He grinned. 
“ I 
guess what 
you’re getting at is that we used 
to use the same formula before 
people had big deductions for 
taxes, 
Social 
Security, 
in­ 
surance and so on,” he said. 
“ How much life insurance 
should a person own?” an in­ 
surance agent was asked. 
“ How 
can 
I 
say 
without 
knowing 
the individual,” 
he 
replied. “ But as a rule of thumb 
he should have a minimum of 


four to five times his annual 
income.” 
The 
fallacy 
of 
such 
a 
generalization, as the insurance 
man knew, is that a young 
family may need more than that 
and a retired couple less, and 
that a family with few debts 
may need less than the family 
with a mortgage on the house. 
“ How much should a family 
have in savings?” 
“Twenty-five per cent of net 
income,” he answered.

What 
causes it, and csui it leave any 
permanent damage ?

Dear Mrs. L.: Salpingitis is 
an infection of the fallopian 
tubes. These tiny tubes are 
the ones through which the 
female egg passes from the 
ovary on its way down to the 
uterus, or womb. 
It is caused by some form 
of bacteria. The gonococcus 
germ that causes gonorrhea is 
a great offender, especially in 
those with promiscuous sex­ 
ual tendencies. 
The streptococcus and the 
staphylococcus, and even the 
germ cf tuberculosis, can also 
cause salpingitis. 
The seriousness depends, of 
course, upon the severity of 
the infection and the degree to 
which treatment has been ne­ 
glected. 
For this very reason educa­ 
tional 
campaigns 
plead 
for 
early 
consultation with 
the 
doctor at any symptoms that 
might suggest venereal or non- 
venereal infection. 
The m ost serious result of 
neglected 
salpingitis 
is 
the 
sterility, or the inability to 
have children, that can accom­ 
pany this condition. 
Sometimes surgery is neces­ 
sary to remove the infected 
tubes and the tissue that sur- 
rou;nds them.

Space Shuttle Craft 
In The Near Future 


SEATTLE (AP) — A rocket as 
big as a 747 jumbo jet, carrying 
a smaller rocket the size of a 707 
jet on its back, could be blasting 
into space and returning to earth 
to be launched again within the 
next few years. 
The nation’s major aerospace 
firms are now preparing final 
proposals for a reusable space 
shuttle that could cut the costs of 
the 
nation’s space program 
drastically. At present, each 
Saturn 5 rocket launch costs 
roughly $200 million and leaves 
very little that can be used 
again. 
The space shuttle design calls 
for two separate vehicles — a 
booster and an orbital unit — 
that will be launched vertically 
into 
space 
while 
hooked 
together. At a height of about 40 
miles they will separate and 
return to earth to land in the 
m anner of conventional jet 
aircraft. 
NASA plans call for the first 
horizontal flight test in 1976 or 
1977 and for the first manned 
shuttle flight in 1978. 
Boeing is teamed with the 


Grumman Corp. in competition 
for the final contract award. 
Although 
Boeing 
isn’t 
predicting it will win, the Seattle 
firm developed the Saturn 5 
rocket. Boeing later redesigned 
the rocket, adding wings and jet 
engines that would permit the 
four-man crew to land the 
booster stage on a 10,000-foot 
conventional airport runway on 
its return from space. 
While 
Boeing 
was 
con­ 
centrating on the booster stage, 
Grumann worked on the orbital 
stage. 
The booster would blast into 
space carrying on its back the 
manned orbital unit containing a 
60-by-15-foot-diameter cargo 
com partm ent

After separation, the booster 
would return to earth im ­ 
mediately while the orbital unit 
remained in space to launch or 
repair satellites or do other 
work and then return and land 
on its own up to seven days later.

Supreme Court To

The decision to file the 
complaints did not come easily, 
said Moes, a New York City 
native. 
“When I realized the position I 
was in — all the tragedies the 
Kennedys have been through — 
I sat there thinking, ‘O my God, 
I’m going to bring another one of 
them. 
Kennedy and Shriver were 
charged with being delinquent 
by reason of possession of 
m arijuana 
and 
placed 
on 
probation for 13 months. 


Moes said he came in contact 
with the two through another 
juvenile he had under sur­ 
veillance. 
“ Ever ythi ng 
happened 
coincidentally,” Moes said. “I 
handled him like any other in­ 
vestigation.” 
When asked why he took the 
job as a police officer, Moes 
said: “I had to see what it felt 
like to be hated, detested, spat 
upon — all for $2.79 an hour.”

colored duffy on Pelnar's riffle. We call it Pelnar's riffle in tribute 
to John Pelnar, who through a great deal of personal effort not only 
got this riffle open but has been a key participant in providing us 
with fish to angle for — mainly steelheads of the Sacramento. End 
of digression. 


As I drifted my fly (as Pat Stine put it as he drifted by in his 


little Starcraft) I received a nice strike but was hooked only to a 
squawfish. Seems that was all I could hook. But that can't 
discourage us for long, we hope. 


We got a great morale boost for steelhead when Lyle Robertson 


came through with a dandy eight and three-quarter pounder a few 
nights ago using a Robertson special. It took him well into darkness 
to land this huge beautiful sea run rainbow. 


One observer fisherman reported to me seeing a good school of 


salmon moving into the Tehama area the other day rolling all over 
the place at evening time. Quite a few salmon can be observed 
below the dam gates at dusk now. 


It is close enough now to the fall salmon-steelhead season to 


start out planting one's feet in a good riffle and start laying out line 
to 'em. Use light tackle for maximum enjoyment — 4, 6, and 8- 
pound test lines. Keep the weight free and easy and a soft drag for 
fast running fish. 


In tougher areas where one has no choice but to horse a fish 


upstream, heavier tackle may be needed. 


It is always suggested and traditional to yield right of way to 


the angler who has a fish on. Other traditional manners would 
include: No snagging salmon when they are spawning; drift a clear 
distance from bank fishermen; avoid wading out too far, and share 
your coffee and brandy with other fishermen. 


Within the past week we received a few better reports on the 


Klamath. We feel now that an angler with a variety of .tackle can 
take steelhead there but again it has been spotty and one has to 
work from hill to dale for them. 


The Trinity is a bit slow for steelhead and fair for small 


salmon. Mountain trout are becoming a bit more active and 
careless to a well presented offering. Especially in the lakes.

The recent blast urni.ee weather probably hiahliahts the 
temperment of the angling public at the present time On Sundav 
last we ventured to the Sand slough midday to ande S 
u e S 
and bass. The heat literally drove us for cover. I have always liked 
Red Bluff especially with the good amount of 
but that was too much so under the cooler. 


Last night we were cooling off just below the dam. My toes 
were sifting fine particles of sand and gravel as 1 drifted a multi­ 
colored duffy on Pelnar’s riffle. We call it Pelnar’s riffle in tribute 
to John Peinar, who through a great deal of personal effort not onlv 
got this riffle open but has been a key participant in providing us 
with fish to angle for — mainly steelheads of the Sacramento End 
of digression. 


As I drifted my fiy (as Pat Stine put it as he drifted by in his 
little Starcraft) I received a nice strike but was hooked only to a 
squawfish. Seems that was all I could hook. But that can’t 
discourage us for long, we hope. 


We got a great morale boost for steelhead when Lyle Robertson 
came through with a dandy eight and three-quarter pounder a few 
nights ago using a Robertson special. It took him well into darkness 
to land this huge beautiful sea run rainbow. 


One observer fisherman reported to me seeing a good school of 
salmon moving into the Tehama area the other day rolling all over 
the place at evening time. Quite a few salmon can be observed 
below the dam gates at dusk now. 


It is close enough now to the fall salmon-steelhead season to 
siart out planting one’s feet in a good riffle and start laying out line 
to ’em. Use light tackle for maximum enjoyment — 4, 6, and 8- 
pound test lines. Keep the weight free and easy and a soft drag for 
fast running fish. 


In tougher areas where one has no choice but to horse a fish 
upstream, heavier tackle may be needed. 


It is always suggested and traditional to yield right of way to 
the angler who has a fish on. Other traditional manners would 
include: No snagging salmon when they are spawning; drift a clear 
distance from bank fishermen; avoid wading out too far, and share 
your coffee and brandy with other fishermen. 


Within the past week we received a few better reports on the 
Klamath. We feel now that an angler with a variety of Jackie can 
take steelhead there but again it has been spotty and one has to 
work from hill to dale for them. 


The Trinity is a bit slow for steelhead and fair for small 
salmon. Mountain trout are becoming a bit more active and 
careless to a well presented offering. Especially in the lakes.

Saigon shortly before noon for a 
three-day stop in Tokyo before 
returning to Washington next 
week.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP)

M cGovern said he would 
reintroduce his proposal to cut 
off m ilitary funds after con- 
fering with Sen. Mark Hatfield, 
R-Ore. A sim ilar proposal by 
them was defeated in July. 
Asked if he got any feeling for 
the willingness of the Thieu 
governm ent to negotiate a 
settlem ent 
of 
the 
w ar, 
McGovern said: 
“No, as a m atter of fact, what 
President Thieu seemed to have 
on his mind was the m ilitary 
prosecution of the war to destroy 
the Communist apparatus in this 
country. . . 
“And he went on so far as to 
say that if we cut off economic 
assistance, as is now being 
discussed in the Congress of the 
United States, he would resign. 
He said if his continuance in 
office handicaps in any way the 
fight against Communism he 
will resign.” 
McGovern and his party left 
Saigon shortly before noon for a 
three-day stop in Tokyo before 
returning to Washington next 
week.
